by an. Act passed in the fifty-fourth year of Preamble: 
the reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, 64G.3 3 c.ii6. 
intituled, “An Act to repeal the 9#eral Laws for Recovery of small 
Sums due for Wages in Ireland, and to make other Provisions for 
5 Recovery of such Wages,” Justices of the Peace and Chief Magis- 
trates, within their respective jurisdictions, are authorized to hear 
complaints respecting the non-payment of Wages not exceeding Six 
Pounds, and to adjudicate thereon by summary process : And 
whereas doubts have been entertained how far the Sums recoverable 
10 by Teachers of Schools in Ireland come within the provisions of the 
said Act, and can be so recovered, and it is expedient that such 
doubts be removed ; $<©2® be it CHttacteb, by The QUEEN’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- j 
1 5 liament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT all 

Sums due, agreed to be paid, or payable to any Teacher of a School be recoyer- 
\ 6 . , . able as Wages 

for instruction given therein, shall be recoverable in the same way, under recited 

by summary process, in the same manner, and subject to the same 
conditions and limitations as are contained in the said hereinbefore 
20 recited Act in respect to Wages.

And be it Enacted, That this Act shall apply only to that part of 
the United Kingdom called Ireland. land ' 
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Teachers of Schools.
